Destruction of Aneiettt Monument'). 


The Oriental Journal. 


One of the most deplorable facts 


connected with the east in destruction 
of ancient monuments. 
Marble col- 


umns, statues, capitals of exquisite 
workmanship, and rarions other works 
of art, such is exist in mined cities, 
are being collected by the natives and 
burned into lime. Mr. Wood testifies 
to this fact at Ephesus, and Mr. F. W. 
Percival states that, "The Temple of 
Cybele at Sardis has never been exca- 
vated, and the soil has accumulated 
above the pavement to a depth of at 
least twenty-five feet; hot even this is 
not sufficient to preserve it, for I found 
when I was there that a quarry had 
been dug on the north side, and what 
splendid blocks of marble were being 
broken up into small pieces to barn in 
the neighboring limekiln." 
Of the 


Temple of Diana at Tekeh he says 
"The wjls of the peribolus are stand- 
ing to a height of about twenty feet, 
and they have hitherto been the most 
perfect of their kind existing, but I 
fear that they will soon disappear alto- 
gether, for I saw a number of men em- 
ployed in palling them down and cart- 
ing away the stones for building pur- 
poses. There is no apparent remedy 
for this, and, in fact, it is ne new thing, 
for this matter of borrowing building 
materials has gone on for centuries. 
This system of stealing, also the prac- 
tice of burning into lime, has been car- 
ried to a great extent in Palestine. 


"Some old ruins have been drawn 


upon by neighboring and modern towns 
to such an extent that almost nothing 
is left of them. The explorer may be 
certain that he is standing on the site 
of some ancient and famous ci'y, but it 
is a matter of wonder to him what has 
become of it. 
At the north end ot the 


plain of Fennesaretb, there is an im- 
portant buried town. It is near Kahn 
Mmieh, and, in my judgment, is Caper- 
naum 
The walls, where we ourselves 


saw them exposed, were built of fine 
blocks of stone, and the whole struct- 


re appeared to be oi superior work- 
nanship, but these walls are rapidly 
emg dug up by the natives and con 
crted into lime.

In this 
iase ID was applied to a piece ol paste- 
icard, cut in a strip and fastened to- 
;ethcr in a circular form, with beveled 
idgcs, so that it could be slipped over 
ugar buckets, jars of sweetmeats, cake 
loses, and other things to which in- 
jects are attracted. The man claims 
hat all insects are repelled by chalk: 
and this circle of pasteboard, well 
ihalked and tightly fitted, will act as a 
lerfeet guard against them.
